BELIEVES CELLA WAS 
‘NOT WORTH ANYTHING’ 


Secretary of Company De- 
clares That SO Far as He 
Knew Cella’s Only Salary 
_ Was $500 a Month. 


Joseph E. Martin, secretary of the 
Southern Real Estate and Financial 
Co., testified at an inheritance tax 


‘hearing at Clayton yesterday that in 


his belief Louis A. Cella, reputed mii- 
lionaire, was “not worth anything 
when he died.”’ 

Cella’s St. Louis realty holdings 
and his interests in theaters, hotels 
and racetracks at the time of his 


death April 29 last were at that time 
though to be worth $12,000,000, and 
he himself had been quoted as put- 
ting his wealth at that figure. 

Most of Cella’s holdings had been 
incorporated in the Southern -Real 
Estate and Financial Co., of which 
he was president. <An_ inventory 
showed that, at face value, he held 
$545,000 of that company’s $1,000,- 
000 captial stock. 

At the hearing before C. C. Wolff, 
inheritance tax appraiser, Martin tes- 
tified that the Southern company had 
never paid dividends to Cella or any- 
one else and that it had been losing 
$35,000 a year on its leasehold of the 
Central National Bank Building at 
Seventh and Olive streets. 

Never Saw “Real Money.” 

Though he has been secretary of 
the company since its incorporation 


in 1903, Martin was hazy on many 


points connected with its finances 
and management and said he knew 
practically nothing about Cella’s pri- 
vate affairs. The only point on 
which he was positive was that he 
had never seen any “real money” at 
the company’s office, and that he 
knew of no income from the com- 
pany’s stock. So far as he knew, 
Cella’s only salary was $500 a month 
from the General Insulating and 
Manufacturing Co. of Indiana, of 
which he was president. The auto- 
mobile used by Cella, he said, was 
paid for by the Southern company. 

Martin said that, in his opinion, 
Cella’s holdings of stock in various

WARNS WEST AND 
SOUTH TO PREPARE 
TO USE SOFT COAL 


Fuel Official Tells Coal As- 
sociation How Anthracite 
Supply Will Be Handled. 


By the Associated Press. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 29.—A 
substantial increase in the supply of 
anthracite coal to be furnished the 
New England and North Atlantic 
states was promised by Joseph B. 
Dickson, chairman of the Anthracite 
Committee of the United States Fuel 
Administration, in an address today 
before the convention of the National 
Coal Association, To provide this in- 
creased supply, he said, anthracite 
will be barred from states yin the 
Transmississippi, Central Western 
and Southern territory. He warned 
domestic consumers in the Middle 
West and South to make arrange- 
ments at once to use bituminous in 
place of anthracite coal. , 

Dickson said that should it be 
possible to gain any anthracite out 
of that used by the railroads or to 
expand the total estimated produc- 
tion, such gained coal would be dis- 
tributed to increase the allotments 
for the Central and Northwest states. 


No More Hard Coal for St. Louis; 
Early Soft Coal Orders Necessary. 

St. Louis coal dealers have been 
informed that they will not receive 
any more shipments of anthracite. 
For some time the supply has been 
very scant and dealers have a great 
number of unfilled orders on hand. 
Consumers who have ordered an- 
thracite will have to be content with 
bituminous. Most of them will not 
even be able to get high-grade bitu- 


;}minous. The supply of that also is 


scant and orders have been piling up. 

It is the intention of the Fuel Ad.- 
ministration that St. Louis shall draw 
its main fuel supply from the low- 
grade ‘“standard’’ fields closest 19 
the city. The danger of a coal fam- 
ine here next winter is growing daily 
because of the refusal of consumers 
to order low-grade coal. The “‘stand- 
ard” mines, which are not working 
to capacity now, will not be able tu 
supply the demand next winter uné- 
less they are kept busy through the 
summer. x

EXPERT SAYS BOREN 


WROTE WARNING LETTER 


Postmaster at Herrin, Ill, on 
Trial for Embezzling $15,000 
From the Mails. 


‘A handwriting expert, J. C. Sher- 
man of Wichita, Kan., testified yes- 
terday afternoon in the United States 
District Court, East St. Louis, that an 
anonymous letter produced by Alon- 
zo Boren, Postmaster at Herrin, IIL, 
was written by Boren himself, who is 
on trial under a charge of embezzling 
$15,000 from the mails. The letter 
read as follows: 


*‘Lon Boren, City. | 

“Why don’t you watch War- 
ren McNeil and get that $15,000 he 
got at the postoffice? Why don't 
you make that girl that was in the 
office there tell,it? She got it and 
gave it to him. He has got it at 
his house now.” 


McNeil, who was formerly assist- 
ant postmaster at Herrin, has tesi- 
fied that Boren gave this letter to 
him, and that he turned it over to a 
company which had insured the $15.- 
000 shipment. The money disap- 
peared from Boren’s safe on Feb. 14. 
Mrs. Fae Holman of Carterville, II1., 
who says she carried on a “‘postoffice 
flirtation’’ with Boren, declares he 
did not run into debt for extrava- 
gances on her account. While wait- 
ing to be.called, as a Government 
witness, she is living at the Illmo Ho- 
tel in East St. Louis, and is separat- 
ed from her husband, Sherman Hol- 
man, who is a munitions worker at 
Toronto. 

Fred W. Reuter, a Postoffice In- 
spector, testified that Boren admittec 
to him a shortage og $400 in the 
stamp department of the Herrin 
postoffice on Feb. 14, but declared 
that he had deposited his personal 
check to cover the discrepancy. Reu- 
ter testified that the bookkeeping 
system i nthe Herrin postoffice was 
faulty. 

The money Boren is accused of 
embezzling was sent by registered 
mail from the Third National Bank 
of St. Louis to the City National 
Bank of Herrin.

Major-General Emilio Guglielmot- 
ti, military attache of the Royal 
Italian Embassy at Washington and 
the only Italian officer to visft St. 
Louis with authority to speak of the 
achievements and aspirations of 
Italy in the war, was accompanied 
on a train into St. Louis last night 
from a pofnt in Illinois by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, to whom he made 
clear the following facts and be- 
hiefs:

Italy has called to service all 
her men between 18 and 43 years 
and though needing no man power 
from the allies, craves the pres- 
ence of Americans on her front to 
show her people and armies that 
the German propaganda that says 
the United States cares nothing for 
Italy is a lie. 

That Italy has replaced all her 
big guns lost in the campaign of 
last October, but is suffering 

‘more acutely than any of the al- 
lies for want of en coal and 
ammunition. 

That Italy never will « cease fight- 
iné till the allied victory is won 
and if all her allies desert, she will 
fight on till.she regains from Aus- 
tria her lost provinces of 1866. 

That the quickest way to Ber- 
lin for the allies is through the

“Yet it is through that front that 
I believe the allies can look (for 
easiest victory. The distance from 
the west front to Berlin is double 
that from the Italian front to Vien- 
na. And the path is not so hard. 
The Austrian positions are not im- 
pregnable. We have taken them and, 
though they are again in Austrian 
hands, Italy has demonstrated that 
she single-handed has been able te 
take them. Then in Austria the 
provinces to be crossed are inhabited 
by peoples who are Italian in 
thought, customs, religion.

Short of Big Guns. 
-“Another reason—all our: big guns | 
were on our first front.

Observations in America. 

“IT have been in America a year; 
almost since your entry in the war. 
I have seen the military spirit grow- 
ing steadily. An impartial observer 
would say that a year ago your lead- 
ers were awake to the menace of 
Germany, but your masses were not. 
Little by little your masses came to 
see clearly. Now the sentiment for 
the war is getting gigantic. All 
America knows she must win, even 
if England, France, Italy and all her 
allies fall. America, it seems to me, 
was hard to awaken, but once 
awake, she will not go to sleep easily 
again.” 

Gen. Guglielmotti told of his work 
as director of Italian railroads at the 
war’s opening. “We had only two 
single-track roads to the front,” he 
said. “Over those two lines we trans- 
ported 1,000,000 men in 22 days and 
daily three or four of the trains were 
hospital trains. In war time, there is 
need of central direction of railroads. 


My am glad to see American railroads 


going at war speed under Govern- 
ment direction. 

“T found in my experience that the 
problem of unloading was the great- 
est. I should say that the way to 
meet war-time terminal troubles was 
to build miles of sidetracks with 
enough room between to allow mo- 
tor trucks to move freely. Then com- 
pel a car to be unloaded within 12 
hours after arrival, and it is surpris- 
ing to see how all troubles disap- 
pear. It is easy to move trains when 
the terminals are free.”’ 

Promoted Since War Began. 

Gen. Guglielmotti entered the war 
as a Lieutenant-Colonel of his  be- 
loved Bersaglieri, with whom he had 
been for 17 years. He was advanced 
to a Brigadier, and in recognition of 
his work on the Carso was made a 
Major-General, and sent to the Unit- 
ed States to speak for Italy’s armies.

The recount of ballots. cast in the 


November, 1916, election for Frank 
M. Slater, Republican, and James P. 
Newell, Democrat, candidates for 
Public Administrator, was completed 
by the Board of Election Commis- 
sioners yesterday and showed that. 
Newell was elected by 2 plurality of 
851 votes. The official count by ‘he 
judges of election had given the of- 
fice to Slater on a plurality of 103. 

There are about 400 disputed bal- 
lots which have not been counted for 
either candidate, but they would not 
be enough to change the result even 
if they should be counted for Slater.

of the office. He said he intended to 
sue Slater for all fees the latter had 
collected during the time he has held 
the office, and also for the costs of 
the contest suit.

WASHINGTON, May 29.—Sav- 
ings of millions of dollars and better 
service to millions of people of the 
United States was today predicted as 
a result of the merging under a pri- 


vate corporation with a capital of 
more than $30,000,000 of the four 
leading express companies of the 
country—the Adams, American, 
Wells Fargo and Southern. An- 
nouncement.of the merger was made 
last night by Director-General of 
Railroads McAdoo, who formulated 
the agreement. The combination be- 
comes effective July 1. 

The new concern, which will prob- 
ably be known as the Federal Ex- 
press Co., and of which George C. 
Taylor, now president of the Ameri- 
can, will be the head, will bring 
about economies, it was pointed out 
today, through the common use of 
wagons. offices, warehouses, dis- 
tributing stations, cars and other 
equipment, and through the elimi- 
nation of unnecessary competition. 

At the same time, according to a 
| statement by Taylor, employes of the 
new corporation, numbering about 
| 100,000 of the persons now em- 
ployed by the four companies, will 
receive an increase in wages in many 
cases. 

The new company will be the ex- 
press-carrying agency of the _ rail- 
roads, and while it will operate pri; 
vately, it will be under contract to 
turn over a percentage of its reve- 
nues to the roads for transportation. 
The corporate identities of the -old 
companies will not be destroyed, but 
the names of the old concerns are 
expected to drop out of general use 
soon after the merger becomes ef- 
fective. oe

Help for Armenians and Syrians. 


Wo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Two and a half mililon Armenian and 
Syrian people have been driven from their 
homes, workshops and farms and are 
starving, and more than 400,000 orphans 
are suffering for bread. 

This crime was committed by Turkey, 
insticatedby the German Emperor. The 
Sultan declared the “Jihad,” or Holy War, 
which means a general religious war of 
Mussulmans against all Christians or other 
unbcilievers in Islam. The Kaiser’s purpose 
failed in part because the Mohammedans 
of India refused to respond, and the Egyp- 
tian and Arabic Mohamemdans not only 
refused, but even deposed the Sultan as 
head of their church. But the non-Islam 
population of Armenia and Syria, who are 
all of the white: race and nearly all of the 
Christian religion, were powerless, and 
hundreds of thousands suffered massacre. 

These people are strongly pro-ally. Re- 
Yigious and political oppressions have made 
them the Turk’s bitterest enemies. 

The German Emperor hopes to _ re- 
popuiate Armenia and Syria with German 


' subjects, but he will not succeed if ‘these 


helpless people are kept alive by the Chris- 
tian world, pending the winning of the 
war by the allies, and are returned to their 
native land. 

The Armenians and Syrians are suffer- 
ing and dying from hunger in far greater 
numbers than the inhabitants of any other 
country. The people of St. Louis who are 
60 generously helping the suffering and 
starving peoples of Europe are now called 
upon to help these starving people. Let us 


back to their homes and occupations when 
the war is won and the power for evil by 
the German and Turkish autocracy is at 
an end. 5 

The Red Cross, and the Armenian and 
Syrian Relief Committee, sustain the clos- 
est possible relations. The one hundred 
or more well-qualified American citizens 
engiged in relief work are continuing un- 
der the Armenian and Syrian Relief Com- 
mittee, at the advice of the Red Cross. 
This committée has been effectively ad- 
ministering relief since the beginning of 
the war and before the organization of the 
Red Cross War Council. 

All remittances are sent through the 
Department of State, under license of the 
War Trade Board. Credits only are sent, 
mo inoney or food. Food which might go 
to enemy armies is being purchased by 
the- relief workers to keep alive these sub- 
ject races of pro-ally sympathy. 

The conviction is growing in St. Louis 
that the cause of those who are dying and 
suffering under the heel of Turkish and 
German autocrasy can no longer be put 
aside. Your help now will accomplish two 
purposes—-one for humanity, and the 
other to destroy the power of Prussia and 
Turkey. 

This cause is heartily indorsed by Prest- 
dent ee Secretary Lansing.

allied prisoners in the hands of the Germans is 
seriously urged in London. 

The very fact that the case is presented so 
strongly may have effects that will assist neutral 
effort for ameliorating the condition of the un- 
fortunates held in Germany. But no action of the 
sort indicated should follow. It will be enough to 
put the suggestion on record to show the extent 


of the revolt against the fiendish slavery to which 
the Prussians subject their captives. 

The similar suggestion advanced repeatedly 
during our Civil War was stoutly resisted. Then, 
as now, the hunger torture of prisoners was due in 
part to a food stringency among the captors. With 
the whole population on short rations no desire 
exists to spare enough to sustain the life of enemy 
prisoners. Other physical tortures of barbarity, 
however, make it plain that even if food was in 
abundance the Germans would deny an adequate 
share to allies in their power. The monstrous 
corporal punishments,: the clubbings, the shoot- 
ings, the enforced labor in the peril of the battle 
front, are damning counts in civilization’s long 
indictment of Germany. 

But reprisals for these counts lack the justifica- 
tion of reprisals for other forms of savagery. 
Retributive attacks on German cities because of 
the bombing of Paris and London are deprecated, 
but have results of military importance in com- 
pelling the German to divert to the defense of 
their cities aircraft and high angle guns that 
might otherwise be employed at the front. 

To enforce against unarmed, helpless prisoners 
the Germans’ own principle of vicarious penalties 
cannot possibly have any military gains compen- 
sating for the loss of allied self-respect. 
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Do miracles, like history, repeat themselves?

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TWENTY-ONE ANTI-HUN NATIONS. 

Costa Rica, with its one gunboat and one tor- 
pedo boat, has declared war on Germany. This 
is chiefly of interest as showing that, although no 
new nation had lined up against the Hun for 
several weeks, the fashion of declaring war on 
him has lost none of its popularity. It is the 
twenty-first Government to join the anti-German 
coalition. Its act has practical {mportance in 
making alien enemies of the considerable num- 
ber of Germans domiciled in Costa Rica and pre- 
venting its territory being used for German pro- 
paganda. It has an area a little larger than that 
of Rhode Island, Connecticut and Massachusetts 
and a population about that of Kansas City. 

Of the Central American countries, only San 
Salvador is now neutral. Honduras has suspend- 
‘ed diplomatic relations with Berlin, and Panama, 
Nicaragua and Guatemala are in the war. 
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‘‘OVER THERE.’’ 

Just once, in ‘the omnistellar performance of 
“Out There,” the audience forgot how remarkable 
the cast was as a whole, and insisted that one 
particular person should give it what it wanted.
